Crime increased 11 per cent in 
the nation during 1970, marking 
the end of a decade in which 
reported 
offenses 
nearly 


tripled, FBI annual crime sta- 
tistics showed today. 


The 176 per cent increase in 


serious crimes reported to law 
enforcement agencies between 
1960 and 1970 left virtually no 
area of the country untouched, 
a report released today by 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell in- 
dicated. 


However, Mitchell said he 


was encouraged to find crime 
increased at a lesser rate in 
both 19/U and 1969. Crime in- 
creased by 12 per cent in 1969 
and by 17 per cent in 1968. 


In the North, South, East and 


West, every type of reported 


increased in the cities, 


the suburbs and 
the 
coun- 


tryside. 


Police were able to solve only 


one in five crimes through ar- 
rests in 1970, compared with a 
solution rate of nearly one in 
three in 1960. 


One hundred law enforcement 


officers were slain in the line of 
duty during 1970, and in each 
case, a suspect was arrested. 
The number of such deaths was 
14 above the 86 of 1969, and 41 
above the 10-year average of 
59.

Total number of crimes in Ar- 


kansas increased from 28,295 in 
1969 to 30,845 in 1970. The num- 
ber of violent crimes in the 
state decreased last year to 4,- 
276 from 4,390 the year before, 
but the number of property 
crimes increased from 23,905 in 
1969 to 26,569 last year. 


The total crime increase for 


the state was about 9 per cent. 
The increase for the region, 
which includes Arkansas, Loui- 
siana, Oklahoma and Texas, 
was 10.4 per cent. 


The total number of crimes 


known to police, as listed in the 
FBI Crime Index for 1970, 
showed these figures:

Buses Blown 
Up, Burned 


PONTIAC, Mich. (AP) - Ten 


empty school buses parked in a 
lot were blown up Monday 
night, a week before Pontiac's 
public schools were to open un- 
der a court-ordered integration 
plan. No one was hurt. 


The 
factory 
city's 
school 


board has been battling the in- 
tegration plan which would in- 
volve busing about 8,000 of the 
city's 24,000 public school pupils 
out of their neighborhood to 
achieve racial balance. 
The 


board has warned of a "fore- 
seeable disaster of race rela- 
tions." 


The buses blasted about 11 


p.m. were in a Board of Educa- 
tion parking lot, a fenced area 
on which about 55 vehicles 
were parked about a half mile 
from downtown. 


Police said no guards 
or 


watchmen were on duty. 


Officers said entry was made 


to the lot by cutting a hole in 
the chain link fence and ex- 
plosives charges were planted 
under or between the buses. Six 
charges reportedly were plan- 
ted directly under individual 
vehicles, while the others were 
placed between buses. 


Lt. John DePauw of the Pon- 


tiac police said officers were 
unsure of the type of explosive 
used, but that it wouldn't take 
an expert to plant them. 


Describing the explosions, a 


resident of the neighborhood 
said she heard "a loud boom, 
and then there were flames— 
the buses, everything around." 
She said flames leaped 100 feet. 


Others reported hearing a 


series of explosions. 


Units of the Pontiac Fire De- 


partment fought to bring the 
blazes under control, but Fire 
Chief Charles Marion said the 
buses 
appeared 
to be 
de- 


stroyed.

Jackson said that "every bus in 
the system was essential" to 
the busing program in which 
about 80 buses were to be used. 


Predicting a "disaster of race

Twelve of Pontiac's 36 public 


schools have pupil populations 
which are more than 90 per 
cent white.

enrollments of 20 to 40 per cent. 
In the junior highs, the per- 
centage will range from 31 to 
36 per 
cent 
while in high 


schools it will be from 30 to 35 
per cent. 


Nearly 35 per cent of the pu- 


pils in this city of 85,279 are 
blacks. Nonwhites make up just 
over 27 per cent of Pontiac's 
residents.

Oxnard will start busing 
3,000 of its 9,000 pupils this year 
and Pontiac is under orders to 
bus 9,000 of its 24,000 pupils. 


In Pontiac Monday night, ex-

Although the Department of 


Health, Education and Welfare 
now has more of its money and 
manpower committed to the de- 
segregation effort in the North 
than in the South, it is the 
courts and private citizens that 
are largely responsible for the 
increased attention to Northern 
segregation. 


Only five of the 24 Northern 


cases now on file were in- 
stituted by the Justice Depart- 
ment.

ment of Colored People. In 
Seattle, the 
initiative came 


from the school board itself. 


After the board announced a 


plan last fall that would have 
required busing 842 students, a 
Seattle citizens group went to 
court to block it and won a low- 
er court ruling that could delay 
the scheduled Sept. 1 opening of 
school.

bronchitis, asthma with lung 
damage, bronchiectasis, the

childhood emphysema and other 
respiratory afflictions. 


"Most people don't realize how 


many children have serious 
breathing problems," said Mrs. 
Bledsoe. "More than five million 
children cannot take breathing 
for granted, and the Foun-

the underlying cause of cystic 
fibrosis, is developing new 
knowledge that may benefit all of 
them."

Estate Loans and Operating 
loans for the new fiscal year. 


Farm Ownership loans are 


used to purchase farm land, 
develop land already owned by 
farmers and refinance debts 
where present creditor can no 
longer carry the credit. This type 
of 
loan 
has 
a 
forty 
year 


maximum repayment period and 
carries a 5 per cent interest rate. 
There were twelve (12) families 
to use this service in the last 
fiscal 
year 
in 
Hempstead 


County. The total amount of 
funds advanced for these twelve 
(12) 
loans 
amounted 
to 


$272,600.00 and the interest rate 
charged was 5 per cent. The 
repayment period varied from 20 
years on some loans to 40 years 
on others. 


Operating loan funds can be 


borrowed from Farmers Home 
Administration 
for 
various 


purposes. The amount used in 
Hempstead County goes to buy 
livestock, farm equipment and 
pay operating expenses. These 
loans bear an interest rate of 6 % 
per cent, repayable over a period 
not to exceed seven (7) years. 


Operating loans are con- 


sidered supervised credit loans. 
When the loan is made funds are 
deposited in a bank of the 
borrower's choice. It requires 
the signature of a bonded office 
employee and the borrower to 
withdraw 
funds 
from 
the 


supervised bank account. In this 
way the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration can make certain 
that funds will be spent as 
planned by County Supervisor 
and Borrower when the loan was 
approved. This is one of the ways 
that the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration has adapted to fully 
utilize supervised credit.

was 
fined 29 


times for a total of $3,750 by 
club manager Lefty Phillips for 
such things as missing practice 
and not running out ground 
balls. 


When the maximum 
30-day 


suspension 
ran out, 
baseball 


commissioner 
Bowie 
Kuhn 


placed Johnson on a "restricted 
list" which means, Miller said, 
"he could be suspended for life 
since there is no time limit to 
the restricted list." 


Johnson, a black, has blasted 


the Angels with accusations of 
racism. At one point, he ac- 
cused a utility player of threat- 
ening him with a gun. 


Miller said Johnson, who is 


living in Detroit, has "been vis- 
iting a psychiatrist."

One of the 13 major depart- 


ments is for Social and Rehabi- 
litative Services, headed by Dr. 
Robert B. Bost, an enthusiastic 
supporter of the reorganization 
concept. 


Implementation of the plan in 


his department already has re- 
sulted in savings of thousands 
of dollars annihilly, Bost said. 


Specifically, these savings are 


cited: 


— By combining Rehabilita- 


tion Services, the Kidney Dis- 
ease Commission, the Commis- 
sion on Alcoholism and Rehabi- 
litation Services for the Blind 
into one division, nine adminis- 
trative service positions were 
done away with, resulting in a 
direct savings of $50,000 annual- 
ly. 


— By hiring one civil rights 


consultant at the department 
level, to work with all agencies 
in the department, four posi- 
tions were eliminated in the 
various agencies, resulting in a 
new net annual savings of about 
$23,000. 


—By receiving fiscal man- 


agement services from Rehabi- 
litation Services and to the Ju- 
venile Training Schools, two po- 
sitions were marked for elimi- 
nation with an annual savings 
of $12,000 expected. 


Under Bost, the department 


also has arranged to substan- 
tially reduced state spending 
form medical care in some of 
its institutions by replacing the 
state money with federal funds.

from 
this arrangement 
will 


amount to $800,000 to $1 million 
per year.

TOKYO (AP) - The U.S. dol- 


lar declined again today on the 
Tokyo foreign exchange market 
and closed below 340 yen for 
the first time, dealers reported. 


The dollar closed at 338.90 in 


interbank dealings, a 5.86 per 
cent devaluation from its old 
pegged value of 360 yen. After 
the government set the yen free 
to float last Saturday, the dol- 
lar was quoted at 341.30 Satur- 
day and at 341.60 at the close of 
the market Monday. 


The Bank of Japan estimated 


the volume in today's interbank 
dealings at $137 million, 
up 


from Monday's $100 million. 
The central bank did not say 
whether it intervened in the 
market. 


The Bank of Japan and the 


Finance Ministry announced to- 
day that Japan recorded 
a 


record favorable trade balance 
of $788 million in July, a report 
that underlined the conditions 
which resulted 
in President 


Nixon's suspension of the gold 
standard for the dollar and his 
ordering a 10 per cent sur- 
charge on imports. 


The announcement said Japa- 


nese exports in July totaled 
$2.116 billion while imports to- 
taled $1.328 billion. 


There was no breakdown by 


country, but normally about 30 
per cent of Japan's trade is 
with the United States. In 1969, 
the balance in that trade was 
$1.4 
billion in favor of Japan, 


and the U.S. deficit has been 
increasing in the months since. 
This was one of the chief rea- 
sons for President Nixon's New 
Economic Policy. 


The 
Japanese 
government 


and the U.S. military agreed to- 
day on a temporary formula 
for U.S. servicemen 
to ex- 


change dollars for yen. 


The foreign ministry said the 


servicemen would be allowed to 
buy yen at the previous day's 
'majority rate," the quotation 
at which the largest volume of 
dollars was transacted during 
the day. For example, although 
the dollar closed at 338.90 yen 
today, officials at the Bank of 
Japan said the majority rate 
for the day was 339 yen.

4 geney Would 
Supervise 
Young Drivers

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


government safety agency is 
urging closer supervision of 
young drivers whom it says 
pose the greatest threat to sur- 
vival of the nation's youth. 


The National Transportation 


Safety Board reported Monday 
that highway accidents cause 
about half of all deaths among 
youths aged 15 through 24. 


"Driving and riding with oth- 


er young drivers constitute the 
greatest hazard 
to 
survival 


which American 
youth must 


pass successfully to reach adul- 
thood," it said. 


Of the 
56,400 U.S. traffic 


deaths in 1969, the board said, 
more than 31 per cent or 17,700 
were in the 15-24 age group. 


"Although 
they 
comprised 


about 21 per cent of the driving 
population, they were drivers in 
34 per cent of fatal accidents," 
the board said. 


The 15-to-24 age group's traf- 


fic death rate has been pulling 
steadily ahead of other groups 
since 1961, and especially dur- 
ing the last four years, the re- 
port said. 


That may be due to the rising 


number of youths who become 
licensed as soon as they are old 
enough, and the financial capa- 
bility of many to own their own 
cars, it added. 


The agency noted that in 


many 
traffic 
deaths, 
heavy 


drinking and a young male 
driver often are involved. 


The report suggested longer 


supervision 
or monitoring of 


newly licensed young drivers, 
especially males; supervised 
driving practice for extended 
periods of time; consideration 
of two-year probationary licens- 
es for under-21 drivers; and im- 
proved license examinations for 
first-time applicants.

Few Realized 
Neighbor 
Was a Killer

SAN JUAN, P.R. (AP) - 


When Nathan Leopold died in 
San Juan Sunday night, very 
few of his neighbors realized 
that the quiet, balding social 
worker was the thrill killer who 
horrified America five decades 
ago. 


His name on the mailbox of 


the high-rise buileing where he 
lived with his Puerto Rican 
wife and his listed telephone 
number attracted few curiosity 
seekers. That was the way he 
wanted it. 


Leopold came to Puerto Rico 


13 years ago in search of ref- 
uge and anonymity and found 
them in the tiny mountain com- 
munity of Castaner, in the cof- 
fee-growing region of southern 
Puerto Rico. There he worked 
as an assistant to the pharmac- 
ist and the x-ray technician in 
a hospital run by the United 
Church of the Brethren. 


Later on he earned his mas- 


ter's degree in social work 
from the University of Puerto 
Rico and spent his last 10 years 
in San Juan. But he never for- 
got Castaner. 


Until shortly before his death 


he made the three-hour trip 
once a month to visit 
the 


warm-hearted people who had 
taken him in when he had few 
friends in the world. 


"The people accepted him 


completely," said John Forbes, 
who worked with him in the 
hospital laboratory. "But, the 
church which had pushed for 
his release from prison in the 
late '50s, was not naive about 
the situation. 


"They talked it over with the 


community, and they never ob- 
jected to his being there." 


Leopold, 66 when he died, 


spent half his life in the Illinois 
state penitentiary for his part 
in the 1924 kidnap-murder of 14- 
year-old Bobby Franks. They 
said they wanted to experience 
the thrill of killing. Another 


convict stabbed Loeb to death 
in 1936. 


"There were a number of 


fundamentalist religions trying 
to save his soul," Forbes said 
of I^opold, "but the Brethren 
were the least intense about it. 


"Nate 
never 
joined 
the 


church," Forbes continued, but 
his humanist tendencies were 
in harmony with the Brethren's 
emphasis on helping others. 
Leopold, the son of a well-to-do 
Jewish family, said he changed 
a great deal in prison and that 
he had a great urge to help 
people develop their potential. 


He became a part of Casta- 


ner, a remote community domi- 
nated by Protestant churches, 
the hospital and a strong coop- 
erative 
movement. 
Leopold 


wrote an intensive sociological 
study of the village. He also 
was behind most of the fund 
raising efforts for the hospital. 


Several times he tried to get 


the church to send him to Af- 
rica to follow in Albert Schweit- 
zer's footsteps, or to Poland or 
to Vietnam. 


But "there was always some- 


thing getting in the way," said 
Forbes. "Toward the end it was 
his age, his failing health, and 
his notoriety. It just 
never 


worked out."

CAIRO (AP) — President An- 


war Sadat says Sudan will soon 
join the Arab federation of Eg- 
ypt, Libya and Syria, strength- 
ening Egypt on the south in any 
new war with Israel. 


Sadat said Monday the feder- 


ation is necessary for victory 
over Israel and will check the 
increasing Arab disunity. 


"Out of defeat we will draw 


victory," Sadat said in a na- 
tionwide radio and television 
address to whip up enthusiasm 
for a referendum Wednesday 
on the federation. "The Arab 
nation will never die. After the 
federation comes into being, we 
will be one and we will have 
started on the right road." 


The federation is expected to 


be approved overwhelmingly in 
the referendum Wednesday in 
Egypt, Libya and Syria. 


President Hafez Assad of Syr- 


ia said in a broadcast from 
Damascus the new group is 
committed never to negotiate 
peace 
with Israel, 
abandon 


Arab territory or give up the 
rights of the Palestinians. 


Prime Minister Wasfi Tell of 


Jordan indirectly confirmed his 
government recently received 
arms from the United States 
but denied a statement by Sa- 
dat that 
they are 
for use 


against Syria. Jordan and Syria 
have been involved in border 
clashes recently. 


In other developments: 
The Israeli army said its 


troops killed an Arab guerrilla 
in a clash in the occupied Gaza 
Strip, and wounded another 
Arab there during curfew hours 
when he ignored warning shots 
and orders to halt and identify 
himself. 


The army also said its an- 


tiaircraft batteries fired at Eg- 
yptian warplanes that flew over 
Israeli fortifications along the 
Suez Canal Monday, but no hits 
were reported. It was the sec- 
ond Egyptian overflight in as 
many days.
